RASTER DAY (on which the rest depend) is always the first 
Sunday after the full moon which happens upon, or next after 
the twenty-first day of March ; and if the full moon happens upon 
a Sunday, Easter Day is the Sunday after. 

Advent Sunday is always the nearest Sunday to the feast of Saint 
A ndrew, whether before or after.

TABLE TO REGULATE THE SERVICE WHEN TWO 
FEASTS OR HOLY DAYS FALL UPON THE SAME DAY 

(As approved by the Convocation of Canterbury, 
February, 1919.) 


When two Feasts or Holy days fall upon the same day, then shall 
be said the whole Service proper to the day named in the left-hand 
column of the following Table ; and the Service for the day in the 
right-hand column shall either be transferred as therein directed 
or be altogether pretermitted for that year.

On Great Festivals no other Collect should be used except the 
Collect of the day. 


The Vigil of a transferred Feast shall lapse. 

Note.—Whenever a Holy Day falls on, or is transferred to, a 
Monday, Evensong on Sunday is the first Evensong of the Feast, 
the Collect of the Sunday being added after that of the Feast. If a 
Holy day falls on a Saturday, Evensong on Saturday is the second 
Evensong of the Feast, the Sunday Collect being added; except the 
Sunday be Advent Sunday, or the fifth or sixth Sunday in Lent, when 
Evensong on Saturday is the first Evensong of the Sunday, the Collect of 
the Feast being added after that of the Sunday. 

When Si. Matthias's Day is observed on the day after Ash Wednes¬ 
day, Evensong on Wednesday is that of Ash Wednesday, the Collect of 
St. Matthias's Day being added after that of Ash Wednesday, 

When May i is the Vigil of Ascension Day, Evensong on Wednesday 
is the first Evensong of the Ascension. 

When St. Philip and St. James's Day is observed on the day after 
Ascension Day, Evensong on Thursday will be that of the Ascension. 

* The Collect of the Sunday will follow that of the day. 









Note.— That at Terce, Sext, and None one collect, 
and no more, shall be said, viz. the collect of the day, 
whether in Advent and Lent, or at other times. 
Special memorials, such as is the saying of the Ash 
Wednesday collect daily during Lent, are made at 
Mattins and Evensong ; but they are not said at the 
other Hours.

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OF READING THE SERVICE 

I T is customary to say the Invocation, the Lord’s 
Prayer, and the Hail Mary silently before 
each ofhce. At O God, make speed to save us, the 
sign of the cross is made. The Alleluia (or its 
substitute) is to be said by all together. The 
officiant says the first few words of the antiphon 
before the psalms, but omits them if they are the 
opening words of the first psalm; and the psalms 
are then said antiphonally verse by verse, the 
officiant saying the first half of the first verse alone. 
They should be said slowly, with a definite pause 
at the colon. After the psalms the antiphon is said 
by all together. 

The R. after the chapters is printed in an abbre¬ 
viated form : thus, that for Terce on ferias in Ad¬ 
vent (p. 95) is printed and said respectively as 
follows :
